Blame for the death of Chester 
Thomas Griest, IO. son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Foster Griest, East Berlin R. 
I, was fixed upon Paul E. Lloyd, 32, 
Bridgeton, York county, by a cor­ 
oner’s Jury Friday afternoon at an 
inquest conducted at the scene of 
the accident north of Hampton, or. 
the Hanover-CarlLsle road. 
In the verdict, reached after less 
than a half hour of deliberation, 
the jury held that Lloyd had been 
driving his loaded coal truck in a 
negligent and careless manner when 
the vehicle struck the one-horse 
wagon being driven by the lad. The 
jurors decided that the Griest boy 
was driving on the right side of the 
highway when the accident occur­ 
red. 
The victim died about 2:45 o’clock 
In the Hanover General hospital on 
the afternoon of Saturday, Decem­ 
ber 26.

Popcorn on Sunday nights—great 
bowls of fluffy, white kernels and 
red apples give an old-fashioned 
coziness and warmth to informal 
fireside 
gatherings of 
friends or 
memebrs of the family. 
Although popcorn is a winter fa­ 
vorite it is rapidly becoming an all­ 
climate tid-bit which is just as pop­ 
ular in Florida as it is in Maine. 
It may be served in a number 
of 
ways—ranging from 
ordinary 
popper variety to cheese popcorn 
which may be offered with canapes 
end pretzels. 
The corn may also 
be 
coated 
with 
a 
delicately-colored 
sugar 
syrup and strung into festoons used 
foi decorating Or it may be mixed 
with molasses and rolled into old­ 
fashioned popcorn balls. 
If nuts 
are added it may be cut into strips 
and served like peanut brittle. 
There are several 
methods 
of 
popping com. 
I have been most 
successful in popping it in a cov­ 
ered frying l>an in butter and lam 
—or a lard substituate or an oil 
The butter gives flavor, but if too 
much is used the corn will burn. 
Cooking the corn in fat allows the 
fat flavor to penetrate the 
corn 
thoroughly. 
The cooking 
process is simple. 
Put the com and fat into the pan 
and cover it with a lid, 
Start 
shaking the pan back and forth as 
soon as the popping begins and con­ 
tinue shaking 
until the 
popping 
teases. 
If the corn docs not pop readily 
it is probably too dry. 
Cover it 
with cold water and let it stand 
d r five minutes. 
Then drain it 
There 
may 
be 
some 
“spitting" 


when it is put back on the stove 
but if the lid is held in place a 
white fluffy mass will result. 
Upon removing 
the pan 
from 
the stove let it stand for several 
minutes, leaving the lid on. since 
an occasional pop may send coin 
flying in all directions. 
Here’s a “recipe” 
giving about 
the right proportion of butter and 
lard for one cup of com. 
Follow­ 
ing it is a suggestion for making 
popcorn sweets: 
2 tablespoons butter; 
2 table­ 
spoons lard; I cup corn; 
’n tea­ 
spoon salt. 
Place butter and lard in frying 
pan. 
When the butter is hot add 
corn. Cover the pan and shake un 
til 
com 
Is 
completely 
popped. 
Springle with salt. 
Popcorn Confection 
ti cup corn syrup; I cup sugar; 
I cup water; I teaspoon vanilla; 6 
cups popped 
com; 
I cup shelled 
roasted peanuts. 
Boil, without stirring, the syrup 
sugar and water. 
When a fine 
thread forms if portion is poured 
from a spoon, add vanilla and pour 
the confection over the rest of the 
ingredients. 
Mix with a spoon. 
For colored corn 
add a 
little 
fruit coloring to the syrup just be­ 
fore it Is poured over the corn.

Not necessarily the best talker, or the 
one with the flashiest smile, or the one most expensively dressed, but the 
one who is able to sell the most confidence! 
A great many people look upon personality as som ething inherited. 
To a small degree perhaps it is, but the best personality is th a t which has 
been acquired through thought, planning, and hard work. 
Happy per­ 
sons and successful people usually have a good personality, even though 
it may be very quiet and unpretentious. There are not two personalities 
exactly alike in all this world. 
Each personality is unique. 
Salesm an­ 
ship is a thing elastic and unique as well. No two m en use it in the same 
way, though the fundam ental principles may be the same 
I have in mind a radio sta r who was a failure in nearly everything 
th a t he attem pted up to th e time when he sold him self to millions over 
th e air. A m an isn ’t a poor salesm an m erely ljecau.se he can’t sell every 
prospect. If this were true a m ajority of the salesmen of the world would 
liave to go out of business. 
The clustering of right habits is a vital thing in selling, w hether you 
have a product or yourself to sell. 
It is also of great importance in the 
development of a p erso n ality aes suggested by Prof. Link. He says th at the 
one who forms the habit of doing m any things th a t are out of the ordi­ 
nary, and which may sometimes be distasteful, develops a finer person­ 
ality th an the one who dees as he pleases with no control over his acts. 
T rite as it may sound, cheerfulness Is one cf the m ost vital things to 
cultivate in order to present an attractive personality, and in order to 
make salesm anship ring true.

Oakland, Cal., Jan. 9 
(AP).—A 
seven-pound baby, born through a 
Caesarian operation as its m other 
lay dying with a bullet in the tem - 
j pie, slept peacefully in a hospital 
Friday night while its father de­ 
nied responsibility for the woman’s 
death. 
“I didn’ t do it,” insisted 
Ray 
Randall. 21, as he looked at the body 
of his 19-year-old estranged bride, 
Elsie Randall. 
Miss Amelia Hohnhaus, 05. said 
Randall shot his bride as the cli­ 
max to a quarrel. 
Miss Hohnhaus, 
' an 
aunt

Randall 
would be 
charged with 
murder. 
Neighbors found the two wound­ 
ed women in their apartm ent,

“The operation did not hasten the 
m other’s death one instant,” s a id ' 
the physician. 
“It was a question 
of saving the life of the child. Had I 


he operation been delayed a few 
m inutes 
both m other 
and child ! 
would have been dead.” 
Doctor Dupuy said the m other 
was unconscious and that he had I 
used no anaesthetic.

President Gives Go-Ahead Sig­ 
nal for Pair to Cost $50,- 
000,000 Apiece. 


Washington, Jan. 9 (AP).—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt gave the go-ahead 
sign Friday for the construction of 
two new 35,000-ton battleships, cost­ 
ing $50,000,000 apiece. 
He said the building activities of 
other sea powers had impelled the 
United States to follow suit. 
Simultaneously he presented to 
congress a budget recommending a 
record peace-time national defense 
expenditure of $980,763,000 in the 
fiscal year beginning next July I. Of 
this, $25,000,000 will be used to begin 
work on the dreadnaughts, which 
will take four years to build. 
The $980,763,000 was an increase of 
$82,882,000 over this year’s estimates 
for the naval and military establish­ 
ments. 
Large appropriations for airplanes, 
ordnance and more men for the ar­ 
my and navy were recommended. 
Calling attention to the capital 
ship construction activities of Bri­ 
tain, France, Germany and Italy, 
President Roosevelt said: 
"If we are not to reduce our navy 
by obsolescence, the replacement of 
capital ships can no longer be de­ 
ferred.’’ 
Regrets Naval Pact Failure 
He expressed regret that naval 
powers had been unable to agree on 
further limitation of battleships, 
An emphatic negative was his re­ 
ply to a question whether new' ship­ 
building meant the beginning of a 
world naval race. 
He also emphasized that the float­ 
ing fortresses will replace over-age 
vessels now In service. 
Of the fif­ 
teen capital ships forming the back­ 
bone of the fleet, seven already are 
over the prescribed twenty-year age
